Lucky 13 for carnivalite Andy 




T HE YEAR 2013 will be extra special for care sup¬ 
port worker Andy Tizzard from Chard, who will be 
celebrating 30 years in carnival. 

Brought up in Crewkerne, Andy moved to Chard four 
years ago. He has been involved with carnival since the 
age of two, and can remember being on the back of a milk 
float in Snow White and the Seven Dwarves when he was 
four in the street he grew up in. 

Throughout his childhood and teenage years he did car¬ 
nival with Crewkerne Boys Brigade - MOD CC - and with 
friends from school. 

In 1996 he joined 5Cs CC and completed four years 
dancing on their carts playing a hillbilly, disco dancer and 
even Goldfinger from Bond. 

In 2001 Andy went to single entries for few years doing 
Rock n Rio, Magical Maestro, Carnival Misfit and 
Voodoo. In 2003 he then joined Phoenix CC from Rock- 
beare in Devon and did Nataraja, Vampire’s Wedding, 
Time Warp and Dragonia. 

In 2005 he teamed up with Paul Osborne formed Tiz- 
zozzy CC from Crewkerne as a walking group Sunshine 
Party. The following year they reformed into Dragonstar 
CC made up from the Grey, Gre- 
gories, Dyer, and Orchard families 
from Chard and entered element 


In 2007 Andy 
made another 
change and de¬ 
cided to join 
Chard’s Club 2000 
CC acting as a make¬ 
up artist, choreogra¬ 
pher and fundraiser for 
carts such as Voodoo, 

On Thin Ice, Rhythm Of 
Night, Rockstar and 
Dragon Slayer. 

In 2012 he joined the Academy 
of Carnival from Somerset which 
he represented all over the southwest 
as the entry Snowflake Wizardry and 
gained multiple awards from various 
towns competing in 21 carnivals in total 
starting Weymouth in August and end¬ 
ing up in Glastonbury in November. 

To date it was his best year ever, 
achieving runner up as adult masquer¬ 
ader in the county Guy Fawkes circuit, 
having won six firsts, seven seconds, 
three thirds and two fourths and best 
walking entry in Frome. 

Andy is passionate about carnival and 
its importance within the West Country 
culture. He said: “What I love most 
about carnival is the social life it brings 
and the atmosphere of carnival nights. 

“Without people giving generously

some carnivals may not survive. 
Anyone can be involved in carni¬ 
val, young or old, and I recom¬ 
mend anyone to 

give it a try - 
Chard has two 
big feature clubs 
looking for mem¬ 
bers - Eclipse CC 
and Club2000 and 
Ilminster also has va¬ 
riety of clubs which 
would welcome new 
members. 

“My favourite costume was 
this year, the snowflake wiz¬ 
ardry as it was the biggest 
project to date for me. My inspi¬ 
ration comes from stories and carnival 
ideas from round the world. 

“When fundraising I attend fetes, do raf¬ 
fles, quiz nights sponsored walks or cycle rides 
and in the Academy of Carnival our biggest 
fundraiser is the Godney Gathering which is 
held in Glastonbury. 

“I would like to say a big thank you to the 
Daniels family from Street, Rob and Sal Hur- 
ford from Bridgwater, Michael Stephens and 
Tracy Harris of Chard. But the biggest thank 
you to the public and judges. With the 2013 
season fast approaching, I look forward to cel¬ 
ebrating my 30th year in carnival.”

CREWKERNE Lions Club member and farmer Fred 
Broom came to the rescue of a local charity by donating 
bales of hay. 

Disaster struck the Special Horses for Special Children 
charity, based near Chard, when staff discovered the 
tarpaulin covering their hay supply had leaked during 
recent bad weather, ruining several hundreds of 
pounds worth of hay. 

Charity founder Lilias Ahmeira soon called Lion Mr 
Broom, who owns a farm in Clapton, as he had pledged 
some of his organic meadow hay at the charity's recent 
VIP open morning. 

Within the hour he turned up at the yard with three 
round bales on board. 

Ms Ahmeira said: "We are so immensely grateful, and 
it smells so sweet. We have done well with our grazing 
this year, partly thanks to our wonderful neighbours, 
and only just had to start feeding hay. When we uncov¬ 
ered the stack it was an absolute tragedy. 

"We have salvaged what we can and are lucky enough 
to have'Haygain'to ensure any mould and spores are 
killed, but without Fred's donation we would have been 
in real trouble."

Police investigating 
suspicious dog death 

POLICE are appealing for witnesses after a dog was 
found dead in suspicious circumstances in Haselbury 
Plucknett. 

Shortly before 2pm on Sunday, December 30th the 
police were contacted by a member of the public con¬ 
cerned for the welfare of a dog at a property on Ston- 
age Lane. On attending the scene they found the body 
of a lurcher which may have been killed deliberately. 

An enquiry has been launched to establish whether 
the dog was deliberately killed and the police would 
like to hear from anyone who was walking in the area 
at the time and may have information which could 
help them. 

Inspector Jackie Gold said: "The death of an animal 
is always upsetting when it may have been done in¬ 
tentionally. On this occasion, the animal was found by 
a family out horse riding and they were understand¬ 
able upset by their discovery. 

"We believe the dog was killed deliberately in a cruel 
act and we are conducting enquiries to establish how 
the dog died and who is responsible. We do not be¬ 
lieve the dog had been dead long when we found it 
so I am particularly keen to hear from anyone who was 
in the area on Sunday and may have seen something 
suspicious."

Morris dancers mark 30 years 



THE start of 2013 marks 
the 30th anniversary of 
Crewkerne's morris danc¬ 
ing side Dr Turberville's, 
named to commemorate 
Dr D'Aubigny Turberville, 
an eminent eye surgeon 
and perhaps the most fa¬ 
mous recorded son of 
Crewkerne. 

Dr D'Aubigny was born in 
1612 at Wayford where his 
family can be traced back 
to the Norman Conquest. 

The morris side was 
founded in 1982 by a 
group of enthusiasts who 
recognised a gap in Crewk¬ 
erne's cultural heritage. It is 
a mixed team of men and 
women, unusual in the 
Cotswold traditional style 
they perform. Currently 
the group's membership is 
21, with dancers ranging in 
age from their 20s to 70s. 

After practising in the 
winter of 1982 to 83, the 
troupe's first public per¬ 
formance was in the spring 
of 1983. The morris side 
has continued performing 
ever since, with many 
changes of membership 
and now a gradual decline 
in local members. The 
group currently has only 
one member from Mister- 
ton and the practise ses¬ 
sions have moved from 
Merriott to Ash Village Hall, 
but they would welcome 
more members from the 
Crewkerne area. 

The members celebrated 
their 25th anniversary five 


years ago, hosted by Way- 
ford Manor itself, by invit¬ 
ing several other sides for 
a dance festival. The 
group's calendar for their 
30th year has not yet been 
filled but foreman Andrew 
Knight said it includes trips 
to London and Dartmouth 
as part of their tour, and 
will involve some dancing 
on trains. The dancers are 
also looking forward to 
taking part in the South 
Petherton Folk Festival, re¬ 
vived last year. 

Mr Knight added that, al¬ 
though they already held 
an autumn workshop, 
practises do not start in 
until January 8th and even 
a total novice could learn 
enough to take part on 


May Day. 

Many morris sides have 
an animal or a representa¬ 
tion of some object or 
place connected with their 
hometown. DrTurberville's 
has a penguin, which is a 
novelty which begs a 
question wherever they 
go. 

Crewkerne's prosperity in 
the 15th and 16th cen¬ 
turies depended on the 
wool trade with the com¬ 
ing of the industrial revo¬ 
lution and the 
development of mill towns 
in the North of England, 
sited on fast-flowing rivers 
providing the source of 
power. Wool as a cottage 
industry went into decline 
in Somerset. 


Many farmers from 
Crewkerne emigrated to 
the Falkland Islands in the 
South Atlantic, taking their 
flocks of sheep with them. 
Crewkerne has retained 
links with the Falklands 
ever since, an association 
which is reflected in the 
naming of Falkland 
Square, the shopping cen¬ 
tre built in the 1970s. So, 
when Dr Turberville's 
needed an animal mascot, 
they decided what better 
than a Falkland Islands 
penguin. 

Anyone interested in 
joining Dr Turberville's 
Morris can go to their prac¬ 
tise on Tuesdays at 8pm in 
Ash Village Hall.

Real cost of 
fly tipping 

SOMERSET Waste Partnership (SWP) has stated that 
recent figures released by Defra showing the esti¬ 
mated cost of dealing with flytipping across Eng¬ 
land, including Somerset, do not accurately reflect 
the true cost in this county. 

The Defra figures quoted for the county were 
based on national average costs but Somerset's 
councils have been able to do the same job for sig¬ 
nificantly less. 

Based on actual average costs supplied by SWP's 
five districts, the partnership estimates an annual 
bill of £150,000 for fly-tipping in the year up to the 
end of last March, of which £48,000 was reim¬ 
bursed by Somerset County Council to district 
councils to cover the additional costs in that year 
when fly-tipping rose, after charges and changes at 
recycling sites. 

A major proportion of larger-scale flytips, which 
inevitably cost the most to clean up, are made up 
of commercial waste. These have not have been af¬ 
fected by changes at the recycling centres which 
are principally provided for household recycling 
and waste. Several of the centres will however take 
in commercial waste for a competitive charge if an 
outlet is required. 

Councillor Derek Yeomans, chairman of the Som¬ 
erset Waste Board, said: "With fly-tipping levels 
across the county falling in 2012/13 - as we pre¬ 
dicted - we expect the bill to be lower for the cur¬ 
rent year, including an aggregate of around £38,000 
paid by SCC to District Councils to meet their reduc¬ 
ing overall costs. 

Most critically, Somerset's councils have through¬ 
out worked closely together to ensure the district 
councils do not have to pick up any extra financial 
burden as a result of the savings reluctantly made 
by SCC, and to jointly tackle the criminal and anti¬ 
social behaviour that lies behind the problem."

DEVON and Somerset Fire & Rescue Service has 
been presented with the Royal Society for the Pre¬ 
vention of Accidents'(RoSPA) top health and safety 
award. 

The award acknowledges the high standard of 
health and safety management within the service 
and a high level of dedication from staff to improve 
health, safety and welfare systems. 

Chief fire officer Lee Howell received the "dia- 
mond"award from RoSPA at service headquarters. 
He said: "We are all aware that we work in a poten¬ 
tially dangerous environment sometimes. As such 
we need to ensure that we are doing all that we can 
to protect our staff whilst also ensuring that we con¬ 
tinue to meet public expectations." 

The service's "zero harm" culture has led to a sig¬ 
nificant reduction in personal injuries reported by 
staff of 38 per cent over the period 2009-2012, from 
216 in 2010 to 136 last year. 

The service will continue to monitor progress and 
make further improvements as required. 

Mr Howell added:"I am most grateful to our health 
and safety team for all that they have done to get 
us to this point and we remain focused on ensuring 
we become an excellent organisation for the future."

JACKIE Oates is well known as a star in folk circles, but for those 
who haven't heard her, pin back your ears: Jackie Oates is winner 
of two BBC Folk Awards 2009, was shortlisted for the fRoots Crit¬ 
ics Poll Album 2009 with her album 'Hyperboreans', reached No. 5 
- Mojo Folk Album of the Year Chart 2009 for the same album, was 
nominated for three BBC Folk Awards 2010 and is an Associate 
Artist of EFDSS. Formerly a member of the Mercury-nominated 
Rachel Unthank and The Winterset, she left the band in 2007 to 
pursue a solo career. A swathe of glowing national reviews came 
with the 2008 release of her album 'The Violet Hour' soon after, 
with the album going on to be one of Mojo's top ten folk albums 
of the year in 2008.

Almost the perfect result 


I T was unlikely, barring a disas¬ 
ter, that either of Bob Buckler's 
runners in the Betfred Novices' 
Chase at Ascot just before Christ¬ 
mas was going to win with the 
highly rated Simonsig in the race, 
but it almost turned into the per¬ 
fect race in the circumstances. 

Buckler saddled Sulpius who 
was running his third race in 
eleven days following two wins at 
Folkestone and Fontwell, and the 
inexperienced Ashbourne Folly, 
who only returned to racing this 
month after being sidelined for 
20 months after a potentially fatal 
accident in only his second race 
of his career. 

Outsiders in the five-horse race, 
Buckler knew if both jumped to 
their potential he would pick up 
some rich pickings even for the 
minor placings. 

JE Moore kept Sulpius in touch 
with the leader Act of Kalanisi 
who dropped back after the sixth 
and subsequently fell at the next 
along with Dare Me. Unfortu¬ 
nately they badly hampered Ash¬ 
bourne Folly who unseated 
Andrew Glassonbury at the next 
fence, leaving just Simonsig and 
Sulpius in the race. 

Eventually Barry Geraghty let 
the Arkle Chase favourite off the 
bridle and he strode away to a 49 
length victory. 

But Sulpius maintained his su¬ 
perb jumping form to claim the 
£6,360 second prize, which with 
the other prize money being di¬ 


vided among the finishers to¬ 
talled around £9k. 

Buckler said: "It was almost the 
perfect result. Unfortunately Ash¬ 
bourne Folly was badly ham¬ 
pered and almost knocked over 
by the others falling and being in¬ 
experienced in a high class fast 
race, he didn't quite regain his 
balance in time for the next fence 
and unseated Andrew. 

"You have to remember that he 
went straight to chasing after re¬ 
turning from injury so has no hur¬ 
dling experience and the fences 
at Ascot are big." 

sparkling display 

Sulpius who was once again 
running at the shorter distance of 
2m 3f instead of his ideal 3m pro¬ 
duced another sparkling display. 

"Once again he jumped a lovely 
round and did very nicely. 

"Simonsig is rated at 166 so un¬ 
less he made a terrible blunder 
and over the shorter distance he 
was not going to really worry him, 
but he picked up £2k more prize 
money for finishing second than 
he did in winning his last three 
races." 

There was less to cheer about 
with Buckler's two other horses 
that ran. 

Dora Canina finished one from 
last in a 2m bumper at Wincanton 
on Boxing Day. 

"Her problem is speed. She is 
not very fast, but Giles Hawkins 
who rode her said she needs 
three miles. 


"She has been schooled over 
hurdles at home so we can look 
for a long distabnce hurdle race 
for her or even go point-to-point- 
ing." 

Baron Sutton confirmed he 
does not like racing when pulled 
up in the Haygain Hay Steamers 
Clean Healthy Forage Novices' 
Hurdle at Towcester. 

After racing keenly at the start, 
he lost interest and stopped three 
from home. 

"It would appear he is not a 
race horse," said Buckler. "We have 
checked him out to see if there is 
a physical problem, and if there is 
something that is hurting him, 
but have drawn a blank. 

"It appears to be a mindset l 
problem, and he will now be re¬ 
tired and found another job." I 

Buckler hedges his bets with the 
weather over the New Year, with 
Ashbourne Folly, following on 
from his Ascot race, and Never 
Say Never entered to run at Ex¬ 
eter yesterday, and also declared 
for Lingfield on Friday where The 
Sawyer, who turned 13 on New 
Year's Day is entered in the Ted 
Long Challenge Cup Handicap 
Chase. 

Never Say Never who looked 
promising in his first two • 
bumpers in the spring returned 
after the summer break making 
noises and has subsequently had 
a throat operation, and hopes to 
show his potential in another 
bumper.
